NEVER SUBMITTED TO THE PEOPLE. 


It will be noticed that the coun- 
oil granted to the company a 25 
year franchise,and this was done 
without the agreement being 
submitted to the ratepayers for 
approval, although at that time a 
municipal corporation: had only 
power to grant a franchise for 
ten years. This of itself, it would 
seem, should have made the 
original agreement worthless. 

On Nov. 23, 1903, the company 
applied to the corporation for an 
extension of time, in which to 
complete the work, which’ was 
granted up to November 1, 1904, 
the company in return for such 
extension, releasing the corpor- 
ation from the franchise contain- 
ed in the first agreement, ‘‘so far 
dnly as it may appear that the 
corporation had not at the time 
of the agreement power and 
authority to grant it.’’ 

By an agreement dated the 8th 
day of September, 1904, before 
its time limit with the corporation 
had expired, the Western Tele- 
phone company sold to the Wes- 
tern General Electric company all 
its undertakings, properties, real 
and personal assets, licenses, 
and franchises for the sum of 
$30,000. The capitalization of the 
Western Telephone company was 
$50,000 of which the capital sub- 
scribed and alloted at the time of 
the transfer was $10,000 with an 
additional amount of $5,000 
awailing allotment. Thecapital- 
ization of the new company was 
$100,000. 

The agreement further set out 
that the original company ‘‘has 
spent much time and labor and 
inourred great expense in placing 
the same in the advantageous 
pesition it now. occupies.”’
